DHS Submitted a $1.1 Billion Supplemental Request to Congress to support the 
humanitarian crisis at the Southern Border that is increasingly threatening to 
become a full-blown emergency. 

If Congress does not act partially or in full, DHS must develop a plan to internally 
source the most critical requirements to alleviate the humanitarian needs. 

DHS notified TSA today, that we are required to source $232 Million of the $1.1 
Billion in requirements. 
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Sources may come from any appropriation that is legally available to transfer funds 
in FY 2019 and not all sources may be taken. 


Deliverable: 
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By Noon on Friday, May 17 th TSA is to submit a reprogramming 
request identifying the sources and impacts of the directed funding. 
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which may be used to source this requirement.
